Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner notes that one aspect of the process as illustrated in 
the figures in the pointiness of features 106, which separate the flat areas. In most optical recording media, these are 
flat as well. It may be that when using a positive acting resist, the size of these intervening features can be minimized, 
which further reduces the duty cycle (which is what the applicant's claiming process is focussed on). The applicant 
notes that in the inventive process, the lands remain flat, but can be varied by varying laser power and/or development 
and only the intervening area (106, height and width) are affected. The examiner notes that the primary reference 
forms a physically large pitch and that limiting the pitch should result in progress towards allowability. The applicant 
mentioned that the use of the focussed beam might also serve to obviate this rejection. The examiner noted that either 
sex (polarity) of the master may be used. The applicant disagrees arguing that the ancillary embossed features would 
prevent this from occuring. The examiner notes that these features, such as prepits, tracking data, etc are rarely 
described in the patent literature when discussing stamping. This is postion may conflict with the teachings of figure 19 
of the instant specification and may assume that the medium is addressed from the substrate side. If a substrate of 
opposite the desired polarity was formed and accessed through the top or protective layer (opposite the substrate 
side), the read would be the same as if a substrate of the desired polarity read through the substrate At this time, 
there is no agreement on allowability, but the examiner looks forward to the applicant's amendment.
